
FlTZBRILiLAR’S OAKLAW>' STARRS. 



The largest crowd of the week was preseut at 
Worth yesterday and witnessed a good day’s sport. 
The feature race of the day was the Oaklawn 
Stakes, a five and a half fnrlongs scramble for two- 
year-olds with $1,000 added. Of the twelve sched- 
uled to start two were scratched, bnt the adding of 
St. Minor at the last moment sent a field of eleven 
to the post. The winner turned up in Fitzbrillar, 
whose owners, E. J. .\rnold & Co., are said 
to have cleared up $22,000 on the victory. To 
a fair start St. Minor at once jumped 
into the lead closely pressed by Hindi 
and Fitsbrillar. In the first quarter St. Minor 
opened up a big gap leading by four lengths with 
no change in the positions of the other two. When 
St. Minor had straightened for the wire he began 
to show signs of distress and by the time the ilast 
eighth had been reached was throat latched by 
Hindi which passed him in a few strides and ap- 
peared the winner bnt in the last sixteenth Battista 
brought up Fitzbrillar with a rush and steadily 
wore Hindi down winning in a drive by a neck. 
Hindi beat Gregor K. one and one-half lengths for 
second place. Hindi faltered perceptibly when 
challenged by the winner. Gregor K. was pinned 
in against the inside rail in the last sixteenth and 
only got clear sailing when it was too late. Flo- 
carline ran an impressive race. She was last in 
the first sixteenth bnt moved up fast thereafter 
and was passing horses rapidly in the last eighth 
struggle. Lady Jocelyn met with early interfer- 
ence which practically threw her out of the race. 
St. Minor showed a sharp turn of speed but carried 
it only for four and one-half furlongs. Gypzene 
was hopelessly bumped out of her stride in the first 
sixteenth and never had a chance thereafter. The 
stake was worth $1,710 to the winner. 

John McGurk was much the best of the field, at 
the weights, in the third race, a handicap at one 
and one-sixteenth miles for all ages. First Old 
Englana and then Jack Doyle led, the latter hold- 
ing an advantage of one length just before turning 
for home, but when well straightened out in the 
stretch John McGurk went to the front in a stride, 
winning as his rider pleased by three and a half 
lengths from Jack Doyle, which beat Vulcain two 
for second place. Jack Demnnd ran a dull race 
and was never a serious coutender, Illowaho ran 
far below the good form shown in his last race. 
Old England ran well for a little over six furlongs. 
He appeared a little stiff when going to the post 
and did not run near to his true form. 

The first race of the day, a six fnrlongs dash for 
throe-year-olds and upward, went to the erratic 
Andes. Irene Lindsey led by a safe margin up to 
the final sixteenth and appeared the winner, but 
along here Andes came up with a rush and wore her 
down in the closing strides winning hy a neck. 
Irene Lindsey beat Fairbury four llengths for sec- 
ond place. Hag Tag showed a little early speed, 
but fell away badly beaten in the last quarter. He 
probably runs best in the mud. Georgie showed 
well for five furlongs. Orla ran an unaccountably 
dull race and can do much better. 

The second race, a dash of one mile forjthree- 
year-old fillies, was won by Talpa, bnt it'.was a 
scratch victory. Marque being much the best. The 
latter was virtually loft at the post to a very bad 
start. Pronta led for the first quarter, where she 
was easily passed by Mattie Spencer, whichlbeld 
the van until nearing the last sixteenth .post. 
About here Talpa closed up on her and wore her 
down in the closing strides, winning by a neck from 
Marque, which came with a ru^h at the end and 
finished a half length before Mattie Spencer for 
second place. Marque, from an almost~hopeless 
beginning, made up ground steadily throughout 
and would have won in r.nother stridejor two. 
Corinne Unland faltered badly when the L'piuch 
came. Hoodwink ceased to be a serious contender 
after six furlongs had been run. Pronta fell awav 
easily beaten while going down the backstretch. 



Edith Q., showing a sudden and decided form 
reversal, took the one and one-fourth miles race 
with ease Rasselas led by a big margin until 
turning for home, where he retired and Obstinate 
Simon took command. About the last sixteenth 
post Edith Q. closed up fast on Obstinate Simon, 
beating him easily to the wire by two lengths, 
while he beat Scotch Plaid the same distance for 
second place. The last named pulled up lame after 
the race. He faltered palpably just before turning 
for home, bnt rallied in the last eighth and finished 
strongly. 

The last race, a dash of once around the circle for 
two-year-olds, proved to be a soft thing for Banter, 
which moved away fast from the field after the first 
half had been run and made it look cheap. He won 
in a canter by four lengths from Annie B., which 
beat Diamante two and one-half for second pUce. 

Betting was lively and heavy throughout the 
entire day’s sport. The track was fast and will be 
in excellent condition today in case no rain falls. 



LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 



S. C, Hildreth has sold to Ezel* & Lazarus for 
$3,000 the horses Theory, Vulcain and Silver Fizz. 
It is the intention of Mr. Hildreth to sell out his 
older horses and replace them with youngsters. At 
present but few horses remain in his stable that 
are in racing condition. Of these the two-year-old 
Topsoil is probably the best. 

John Mannion will dispose of at auction next 
Monday the horses Joe Martin, Lecturer, Irene 
Kelly and Kate Hays. The Faustiana stud will 
offer for sale at the same time some yearlings, the 
get of Free Knight and Faustus, 

Much interest was manifested by horsemen in the 
workout of Sciutillant II., which was sent one and 
one-quarter miles between the second and third 
races yesterday. The horse’s work was most im 
pressive, and it was the unanimous opinion of 
those who watched him work that whichever beat 
him in the Columbia Handicap, to he run Satur- 
day, would surely get the big end of the stake. The 
horse’s time by fractions was as follows, 25. 49^, 
1:15, 1:41%, 2:08% 

E. J. Arnold & Co. backed their entry, Fitzbrillar, 

heavily to win the Oaklawn Stakes. Much of their 
money was bet at 10 to 1 or better. The race was 
replete with mishaps and interference— Flocarline, 
Lady Jccelyn and Gypzhne being the principal s nf- 
ferers. The last two named were nearly thrown

Blaise, and it was while in the stud at Nursery 
that he sired many of his great race horses. Mr, 
Haggin paid $5,500 fur him at the dispersal sale of 
the Fairview Stud. Just what Mr. Belmont paid 
for the horse that once brought $100,000 is not 
known, bnt it is seid to have been an advance on 
the price paid by Mr, Haggin.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Jockey Winnie O’Connor is about to leave the 
employ of Alfred Featherstone, and there is a i>os- 
sibility that he will ride abroad next season. While 
the actual release from the contract has not been 
granted, O’Connor and Mr. Featherstone have 
reached an understanding in the matter and the 
formal discharge will take place during the week. 
Negotiations are now pending by which Baron 
Botchschild may secure the services of O’Connor 
at a very liberal salary. O’Connor asks $25,000 for 
his services. 

The question of stabling the horses for the com- 
ing meeting at Latonia is getting to be quite a 



problem. According to John Dillon, the assistant 
secretary, stable room for 693 horses has been ap- 
plied for, and there are jnst 670 stalls inside the 
track. As more applications are expected many 
will be compelled to stable outside the track, and 
many will, no doubt, have to use the ferry and go 
to Newport. It is possible that if enough horses go 
to Newport the railroad will put on a car daily to 
accommodate the horsemen. 



It is said that Self Protection, the winner of Sat- 
urday’s Champion Steeplechase, will be shipped to 
England in a couple of weeks to take part in the 
Liverpool Grand National Steeplechase, ran next 
March, The horse will be sent over thus early to 
get acclimated, and Patrick Meany will probably 
go along. At all events Self Protection and his 
owner-rider, Sidney Paget, will tackle the'Liver- 
pool prize with the best of wishes from this side of 
the water. Self Protection should not have lost a 
race this year, but Mr. Paget on several occasions 
failed to heed the instructions of his monitor 
mentor, Patrick Meany, and was too desirous to 
win to wait with his horse as told to do. 



KENAieSANCK OF BASCOMBE. 



Extensive improvements are in process at the 
Bascombe race coarse. Captain 8. S. Brown, of 
Pittsburg, owner of the property, has instructed 
his agents in Mobile, Messrs. McMillan & Harrison, 
to have the stables, barns, cisterns, cottages and 
outbuildings put in thorough repair, the work to be 
finished as soon as possible. The stable building, 
which has thirty roomy box stalls, beside feed 
rooms, hay loft, accoutrement rooms and sleeping 
rooms for hostlers and stablemen, is to be reroofed, 
new guttering installed, the stalls aud barns re- 
painted, the stables and shed walks relaid with 
fresh clay and tamped and graded. The mile race 
course is to be regraded np, its drains and ditches 
opened, cleaned and retiled, and the track put in 
first class condition. 

The expanse involved in this renovation will en- 
tail a very heavy outlay. The reasons for it, so far 
as known, are that Captain Brown has decided to 
again make Mobile a wintering place for his stable, 
which now comprises some of the highest class race 
horses in the country. Beside the produce of his 
own stallions. Troubadour and Stuyvesant, the 
Pittsburg horseman has bsen one of the heaviest 
investors this year in high-priced and fashionably 
bred yearling foals. 

It is stated that twenty-five head of these yonng- 
sters, along with some of the bast of his coming 
three-year-old colts and fillies, and one or two older 
horses are to be sent here next month in charge of 
Captain Peter Wimmar, who, since leaving Mobile 
in 1891, has made a rapntation as one of tha most 
astnte trainers in America. He has achieved phe-

THE COLT HEKMIS. 

— 

The offer of $3,000 by the Worth Jockey Club for 
a race between Hermis and McChesney, while lib- 
eral in itself, will not be likely to induce the send- 
ing of Hermis west. Perhaps an offer of $10,000 
added to a sweepstakes of $2,.300 each might prove 
mure effective. Hermis has engagements in the 
Ramapo Handicap and Fordham Handicap at 
Morris Park, both of which are set for decision Oc- 
tober 23, and in one of which he is likely to start. 
Beyond these he has no other engagements and 
there is no good reason why Mr. Bell might not 
send him to Chicago if sufficient inducement was 
proffered. The Worth Jockey Club might very well 
increase its offer, for the public would pay the 
money back at the gate beyond doubt. 

As tending to show what is thought of Hermis 
down east the following from the Evening Sun con- 
cerning his great race in the Mamaroneck Handi- 
cap a few davs since is worth reading: 

“Metropolitan racegoers are proud of Hermis 
and pleased that his owner, Mr. Louis V. Bell, is 
the possessor of such a good horse. Man and horse 
have commended themselves to turfmen generally 
—the man by his insistent perseverance in the face 
of a thousand obstacles which beset his pathway 
to racing success, and the horse by his splendid 
speed and courage. When Hermis raced to victory 
in the Mamaroneck Handicap at a mile and a 
quarter, run over the Morris Park course yester- 
day, he placed another nail in the oft repeated 
libel that patrons of the sport have no thought 
but of their pockets. No man with red blood 
in his veins could not look upon this clean limbed, 
stout hearted thoroughbred, with his splendid ac- 
tion and space devouring stride, and not admire 
him. That is why there was an ovation for Hermis 
when be led his field home, and an enthusiastic 
cheer for him when his boy trotted him back to the 
stand. The best tribute that can be paid to Hermis 
and his Mamaroneck triumph is to be found in the 
statement that it set turfmen to wondering how 
good a horse he really is. It may be that some- 
where in .America there is a horse that can race 
faster and farther than Hermis, but if any such 
there be his true form has been disguised success- 
fully. In the horse world Mr. Bell’s colt is the idol 
of the hour, and he has earned his right to a place 
in the temple of turf fame by performances as great 
as any ever shown by a three-year-old on an Ameri- 
can race course. 

“What horses did Hermis beat? The four-year- 
olds Warranted and Royal, and the five-year-olds 
Advance Guard, Herbert and Carbuncle. Not much 
to beat, perhaps, in a race at weight for age, but to 
defeat under the conditions on which the three- 
year-old Hermis met them a stupendous task. To 
that tried and true campaigner Advance Guard— 
a horse to be reckoned with the best in a race over 
a distance of ground— conceded ten pounds; to 
Royal he gave seventeen pounds; to Herbert, now 
sadly fallen from his high estate, eighteen pounds ; 
to Carbuncle thirty-one pounds, and to War- 
ranted forty -seven xrounds,! Despite the tremen- 



dous task set for him and despite the 
fact that the odds about him lengthened from 8 to 
5 to 2 to 1, those who have watched him closely 
never faltered in their faith that he would show the 
way to the wire. Royal and Herbert tried to race 
him off his feet in the early part of the contest, and 
the featherweighted Warranted tackled him in 
most determined fashion at the finish. He was 
more than a match for all of them. He spurned 
them as if they were of another and lower order. 
He raced all around them in the first mile, he ran 
over them in the stretch, and when called on to 
stall off Warranted’s chaJenge at the finish he 
responded in a style that left no room for doubt as 
to his class. 

“ Before the race there was some doubt as to 
whether a three-year-old could take up the stiff im- 
post of 126 pounds and concede so much weight to 
a field of older horses in a race at a mile and a 
quarter, which is the standard handicap distance 
for horses in the all-aged division. After the race 
bad been run and won, a doubt still remained and 
it resolved itself into this question : How much 
more weight could Hermis have taken up and won! 
In the mind of the writer there is not so much as 
the shadow of a doubt that he could have taken up 
140 pounds and piloted his field home. If the run- 
ning of the Mamaroneck and the victory of Hermis 
demonstrated one thing more clearly than another, 
it is that by no difference of weight, within reason, 
can a good horse and a bad horse be brought to- 
gether. 

“Then there is the young man Rice to be con- 
sidered. Rice is Mr. Bell’s regular stable jockey, 
and he had the honor of guiding Hermis in the 
Mamaroneck. But all the honors of the race belong 
to Hermis— to his dazzling speed and his superb 
courage. It would be the height of irony to say a 
word of praise for Rice’s handling of the colt, and, 
therefore none will be said here. All the praise 
belongs to the colt himself and to tbe e'ever trainer 
who fitted him for the race, J. H. McCormick. Rice 
lost ground on all the turns, permitted the colt to fall 
back when there was no reason or excuse for doing 
so, and took all sorts of liberties with him. If Uer- 
mis could have been beaten Rice’s slovenly jockey- 
ship, if jockeyship it could have been called, would 
have done the trick. But Hermis was not to be 
I humiliated in such company. Despite the dual 
handicap of weight and bad riding, he triumphed, 
and his was a triumph which brought joy to the 
heart of every lover of a good race horse. With 
a careful, skillful rider like Odom or Shaw 
or Lyne, the Mamaroneck would have been 
no race at all for him ; but as it was, he won, and 
in winning intrenched himself more firmly in the 
affections of his growing army of admirers. 
Strangely enough, a little later in the day Rice 
rode a faultless race on C. H. Smith’s Old Hutch, 
His work on the latter horse was so much superior 
to his handling of Hermis that the experts were 
moved to wonder if it could be the same boy. He 
seems to have the making of a good jockey in him, 
and if be has, James McCormick may be depended 
upon to mould him into shape.
